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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration is based on the 
argument that Jang does not support the use of rotational motors such as servo motors as alternatives. Applicants arguments to the 
rejections can be summed up as a contention as to whether the secondary reference Jang, utilized in all three rejections, discloses the 
rotational motors structure. 

It is argued that Jang does not disclose the rotational operation, irrespective of the "generalized illusion" [sic? allusion] in Jang of the 
possibility of substitution rotational motors for the preferred embodiment of the linear motor. Applicants remarks 1 1/14/2005, page 2. It is 
further argued that this general allusion does not support the rotational motors having the action in the first, second and third orthogonal 
axis. Applicant's remarks, 11/14/2005, page 3. 
This argument is not persuasive. 

It should be noted that Jang does disclose that the preferred embodiment, the linear motor, have the action in the first, second and third 
orthogonal axis. Jang, US Patent 6,180,049, column 9, lines 17-44. In this section, Jang also suggests that the linear structures can be 
rotational (i.e., servo motors). Id. Therefore, Jang does disclose the claimed structure. One in the art would further recognize the 
benefits of doing so. 
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
